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A BUSY OUTLOOK 


n been a very busy man. but during the n*xt 
three months he will find himself with more mo¬ 
mentous business on his hsnds than he ever hes had 
to dispatch before. Until recently his time has been 
taken up with the affairs of private corporations with 
Which he haa been connected either as director or 
gounsel. Now he will have to concern himself with 
putters which concetti the welfare of the Canadian 
people. First, he must deal with the problem of un¬ 
employment, for die consideration of which a special 
aession of Parliament must be held in pursuance of 
his pledge-to the (lectors. Nekt, he mutt attend the 
Imperial Conferences which are to be held in London 
towards the end of September. 

In regard to his first probtem. it is a foregone 
conclusion that there will be an early repudiation of 
some of the rash promises he made to the electon m 
his campaign. Canada can not afford more than a 
small fraction of the amount for public works which 
he undertook to spend if he were returned to power, 
god which aggregates more than the coat to this 
tountry of three years of the Creat War. 

The problem which will confront him at the Im¬ 
perial Conference, while of leu direct concern for 
me Canadian people, will be just as perplexing. He 
tax declared his hostility to the Dunning budget, ex- 

a stating that he would give no preference lo 
imports over foreign imports in the Canadian 
customs tariff unleu Great Britain gave Canada a 
preference in her market. This would involve A 
revolutionary change in British policy. As Canada s 
exports to Great Britain are largely foodstuffs, it 
would be necessary for Great Britain to impose a 
tax on foreign foodstuffs to give this Dominion a pref¬ 
erence. This neceuarily would increase the price of 
food to the British people. Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
who advocated a system of inter-empire preferences 
more than twenty-five years ago. admitted that such 
policy would mean a dearer loaf for the British 
consumer. 

No government in Great Britain will dare to put 
a tax on import! of food and raw materials. The 
political records *f the country have made that 
abundantly deer. Even Mr. Baldwin, who goes 
farther in that direction than any of the other party 
leaden, only promises to hold a referendum on this 
subject, provided an Imperial Conference recommends 
such a policy. 

The Dunning budget providing for substantial 
preferencea to British products is now ih operation, 
having heroine law when ihe former Finance Minister 
delivered his budget speech. Clearly, therefore, if 
Britain refused to lax food imports. Mr. Bennett, in 
pursuance of his policy of ‘‘an eye for an eye and 
-tooth for a tooth," would have to repeal the pref¬ 
erential pro vinous of that budget or repudiate all bin 
election campaign utterances on the subject. 

These speculations should give jpauae to those Con- 
scrvalive public men and newspaper! who. on tKe 
day after the election, started their long swim from 
their “Canada First" ship back to the familiar old 
galleon of "Empire First" They ought to wait and 
see what happens, first at the Imperial Conference, 
and. second, at the regular session of Parliament early 
next year. It would be embarrassing for them if they 
got half way betweeiv the two ships, and Mr. Bennett, 
true to his announced policy, decided upon the aboli¬ 
tion of the British Preference and other inter-empire 
trade arrangements made by the late government, 
and they had to swim hack through the cold water 
-to the "Canada First" ship upon which they had been 
sailing for the last three months. 

They would be wise also if they left the "old 
flag” and other stage properties of campaign imperial¬ 
ism snugly in the lodter in which they were carefully 
placed by Mr. Bennett when he transferred his flag 
to the ship on which he rode into power. Obviously 
one can not wave the flag with one hand and throttle 
the Dunning budget, with its preference for British 
goods, with the Other. 

UNCLE SAM S POPULATION 


A CCORDING TO THE WASHINGTON 

Census Bureau the population of the United 
States, exclusive of Alaska and overseas possessions, 
is 122.698,190. This is an increase of 16,987.570, 
or just over sixteen per cent, more than the population 
reported by the census of 1920, wltich was 

rOS.7TO.620. - 

It la interesting to note that the percentage o( gain 
between 1920 and 1930. notwithstanding'the strict 
enforcement of quota regulations, it greater than it 
was between 1910 and 1920. The difference may 
be accounted for by the fact that during the wax years 
immigration into the United States dropped very con¬ 
siderably. In fact, it is not improbable that, in spite 
of the quota regulations, the total immigration into 
the United Stales during the last ten years has been 
larger than it tkraa from 1910 to 1920. 

There is not much prospect of any relaxation of 
the quota restrictions in the light of, the population 
figures reported by the Washington tensus Bureau. 
The impression in most circles in the United States is 
that the natural increase of the population is ample for 
the requirements of the country. At present even this 
may be regarded as beyond the country's needs, al¬ 
though the latest total is only forty-one to the square 
mile or the republic's area. 

The population si England. Scotland and Wales 
averages q 10 to the square mile, or ten times as many 
to the square mile as tbe population of die United 
States. Hence, if the republic alongside of us had 
as many people in proportion to As area as England. 
Scotland and Wales, its population would be 
over 1,220.000,000. Evidently our neighbor does 
not yet know the meaning of population congestion. 
For example, the single staid of Texas has nearly 
three rimes the area of England. Scotland and Wales, 
but its population does not exceed 5.500,000. 


mile. If we had as many people in proportion to our 
area as the United States has our total would be 
nearly 152,000,000. If we had as many in the 
same proportion as the United Kingdom, we would 
have nearly 1,517,000,000. British Columbia 
alone, with less population than either San Francisco, 
Birmingham. Liverpool'or Manchester, has four times 
the area of tjie United Kingdom. 

LIQUID FUEL FROM COAL 

W ITH THE COAL CONFERENCE NOW 

under way here with the object of reviving 
the important bituminous industry in this Province, 
there is local pertinence in the facts and deductions 
presented in the current issue of The Quarterly Re¬ 
view by Lancelot Lawton on the possibilities of turn¬ 
ing coal into oil by hydrogenation in such quantities 
as to restore profitable coal mining in Britain and 
make Britain independent of oil supplies from foreign 
wells. With no oil production in this area and with 
plenty of coal resources, but the industry moribund, 
the problem here is largely identical with that of 
Britain. » 

Technical possibility of oil production from coal 
under high-heat pressure process and doubling of the 
hydrogen content has been demonstrated in the 
laboratory, following experiments begun at Hanover 
in 1913 ty Dr. Bergius. and by 1922 a plant to 
treat one Ion of coal daily was. in operation. Mr. 
Lawton writes. Bergius recovered fifteen to twenty 
per cent of motor spirit from his coal, with the re¬ 
mainder being chiefly diesel and heavy oils. His in¬ 
vestigations have been taken up by the Fuel Research 
Board at Greenwich and other laboratories in 
England. 

Dr. Carl Krauch, another worker in Germany, 
“managed to produce without much difficulty the 
most diverse products, such as gasoline, kerosene, gas 
oil. lubricating oils and so on. in quantities varying 
according to the catalysts employed," with the motor 
spirit produced being of natural oil quality. 

According to Bergius, any coal of a carbon con¬ 
tent below eighty-five per cent could be almost 
completely hydrogenated, the only drawback being 
the fact that hydrogen is expensive to manufacture. 
The process by which man. after some years of ex¬ 
perimentation. has been able “to do in a few hours 
what nature had taken centuries to accomplish." ia 
thus described: 

First the coal was ground to powder, which was 
then mixed with the heavy residue of the oil from 
a prior operation.. Tha paste thus formed was 
forced through three high-pressure bombs: from one 
to the other the temperature was raised until in the 
last it reached 400 degrees G At the same tune 
hydrogen was pumped in. For some hours the coal 
remained solid: then liquefaction set in. “In the 
application of catalysis to ihe hydrogenation of coal 
and its products, ihe possibility of the process becom¬ 
ing a. commercial success is very greatly increased." 
it is added in ihe report of the chemists at Birming¬ 
ham University. ' 

A Bergius plant to treat 30,000 tons of bitumi¬ 
nous coni a year is now being built at Duisberg-Mri- 
derich. Mr. Lawtoo says that “for England the 
hydrogenation of from ten to fifteen million tons of 
coal yearly would yield all the oil at present needed 
iicthia copntry." and that German and British scien¬ 
tists seem to be very much alive in approaching the 
problem. With the development of the hydrogena¬ 
tion process to make possible production of all forma 
of fuel oils from the coal seams of this Province, there 
would follow a general industrial advance, as well as 
bituminous mining revival, in British Columbia that 
could be conceived of at present only m the hazy 
splendor of n dream.

BY THRIFTY CLERKl 


1,065 Old and Unique Textiles 
Make Late Insurance Em¬ 
ployee Noted as Connoisseur^ 

Metropolitan to Spend Year 
Studying Specimens Which 
Make Exhibit Outstanding

New Tort. Aug. 9—The name of a 
man who lived economically and in¬ 
conspicuously In a small apartment in 
the Bronx, devoting every cent he could } 
spare to collecting rare old Chinese 
fabrics. Is likely to go down In art| 
annals as one of the country's gen¬ 
erous art patrons. 

All that he owned was this collec¬ 
tion of “unique end supreme ex -1 
ample*" of China's antique textile art. 
The entire collection he bequeathed! 
to the Metropolitan Museum of Art. [ 
which has just revealed *ta Importance , 

According to Alan Priest, curator of 
Par Eastern art at the museum, this 
gift makes "the Metropolitan Museum 
collection of Chinese textiles the beet 
in any museum In the world, with the, 
exception of the Imperial Palace Mu-! 
eeum of Peking, the extent and lmpor- j 
tance of whose collections It Is Impos¬ 
sible to estimate.*' 

The donor of these rare fabrics was 
William Christian Paul of 503 Walton 1 
Avenue, who was unmarried and jwho 
died last January at the age of fifty- i 
seven. The filing of his will in April 
disclosed his bequest to the museum.: 
but at tbe time its importance was I 
not suspected by those unacquainted 1 
with the collection, nor was It known | 
that the collection constituted Mr.; 
Paul’s entire estate. His nephew. 
Leland C. Paul, not only declined to 
contest the will but oo-operated In 
carrying out its provisions. 

DONOR AN INSURANCE EMPLOYEE 

Rarely does tbe story of so unusual : 
a collector as Mr. Paul come to light, I 
It was said In art circles here. His I 
was not the case of a wealthy man 
devoting a part of his surplus to a 
bobby; it was the case of a man of 
moderate means—an insurance em«| 
ployee—expending most of his Income 
on his love of beauty. The -mellow 
colors of a rich old robe of China'* 
imperial court, the curious symbolism 
of a mellow old embroidery, ths 
delicacy of ancient weaving, made an 
irresistible appeal to blm. 

Often when dealers obtained some 
especially fine example. It was said 
here yesterday, first choice would not 
go to wealthy collectors whose names 
often appear in print, but to the little- 
known man In the Bronx, who kept his 
treasures In trunks and boxes In his 
rooms, protected only by the locked 
door of hla apartment. 

By day Mr. Paul was employed In 
the application bureau of the Metro¬ 
politan Life Insurance Company, but 
by night he was connoisseur and 
ecbolar. His evenings he gave regu¬ 
larly to the study and enjoyment of 
hla collection. That 1.065 examples of 
sixteenth, seventeenth, eighteenth and 
nineteenth century textiles afforded 
him ample opportunity for reeearch is 
indicated by tbe fact that the Metro- | 
poll tan Museum will devote more than 
a year to studying them before ex¬ 
hibiting them in the fall of 1931. This 
prolon ge d e x a m i n a tion is made neces¬ 
sary by ths many mysteries in Chinese 
art which these textiles present. 

Mr. Paul first became interested, in 
collecting during a health trip around 
the world in 1906. He had been Inter- { 
ested in seeing far-swsy places and 
had joined in the gold rush to Alaska. 
But in assembling his collection be 
did not travel, contrary to the usual 
rule. That he gathered all his exam¬ 
ples of textiles by negotiation* which 
did not take him outside the city, and 
that he was able to obtain exception- i 
ally Important examples through his 
persistence and wide knowledge of the 
field is regarded as of great Interest 
•ere. 

Unlike many other collectors. Mr. 
Paul did not depend upon the opin¬ 
ions of experts. He bought not what 
he was advised to buy. but what hi# 
knowledge and experience told him 
ass fine. Nor did price deter him when 
he thought an object n eces sary to his 
collection. It Is reported here that Mr 
Paul spent *30.000 or 940.000 In as¬ 
sembling hie collection. 

“The Chinese Revolution of 1911 
swept away a century-old tradition of 
textile design and prescribed s fashion 
which only the founding of a new I 
dynasty In China can save.” Mr. Prleet I 
declared. “At present the stores of 
court robes are rapidly being dispersed 
from one end of the world to the 
other, many of them being destroyed 
or cut up to serve all sorts of strange 
purposes, so that the preservation of; 
almost any Chinese pre-revolution tex¬ 
tile la important.” 

Another group of art object* which 
ths museum has Just received comes 
from the collection of the late Edward [

The other object* in¬ 
clude drawings, miniatures and objects

While 
previous estimates of a bumper crop 
have In eome Instances scaled down¬ 
wards. the prospects still point to good 
averags yields. Coarse grains are gen¬ 
erally promising but rain would be 


ter location of crops In the dry areas 
of the oentral and southern districts 
where they are short and yields will not 
exceed 60 per cent of the average. In 
the northern and east central sec¬ 
tion« the crops have withstood the 
heat weel and the beans are filling 
satisfactorily.

F orbes landing, . r «, rt »» 

Campbell Lake, about nine nulet from 
Campbell River, came into existence 
by accident. To-day it is one of the 
best known fishing and hunting head¬ 
quarters on Vancouver Island, and in 
/act, in British Columbia. 

It was somewhere around 1909 that James 
Forbes from Scotland arrived in the Forbes 
Landing area. The district was so picturesque 
that he decided to carve out a home for himself. 
At that time, Mr. Forbes really was looking for 
5 9“*e< spot, and as long as it Was possible to get 
at least % decent living from the land with a 
little fishing, and enough meat from the big 
game, he was satisfied. 

This quiet life was not to last long for Mr. 
Forbes, and although he had only $300.00 
when he arrived, was called upon by hunters and 
fishermen who wanted at least a place to stay 
overnight. Mr. Forbes had no idea of entering 
the hosllery business and had little or no accom¬ 
modation. At first he allowed some to Slav over¬ 
night as his guests or just as an accommodation, 
just to have someone to talk over the world 
events, because at that time there were no news¬ 
papers going in daily as there are to-day.

svrHEN Clifford Plnchot, apoetle of loreet coci.rr- 
,W vatlon In the United State*, eometlm* Gov- 
ernor of Psnnsjrlranla and intimate friend of 
Roosevelt, was s sophomore at Tele University, he 
end e chum decided that some day they would 
sail away to the qouth Seas In s schooner of their 
own. Forty year* later Plnchot fulfilled tnet 
dream of his youth. Wealth and fame are hie 
so that ha can now gratify hie every desire. In¬ 
stead of buying up tome small schooner and (fl¬ 
ing the voyage to the enchanted laics on the 
a big engine and fuel enough to run for at Matt 
3.000 miles, also commodious enough to provide 
comfortable quarters for himself, his wife, his 
son. his son's chum, a doctor, three scientific m»n 
end their equipment, in sedition to captain and 
crew. This vessel he re-named the "Mary Pln¬ 
chot." after hie mother. The voyage lasted from 
March 31 to December 23. 1029. and the complete 
story of the trip Is e large tlluatrated volume en- 
» titled "To the South Seas/* by Olffon! Plnchot 
It has four rasps and over 250 reproductions of 
photographa taken on the cruise. Pew. If any. 
books published within recant yean are so lavishly 
illustrated. The cost of the engravings for thta 
volume must have equalled a young fortune. 

NOT MI CH APACE. OIYEN TO 
THE HOI TH MAS 

In preparing this book for publication. Mr. 
Plnchot baa been lavish in the use of picture* 
and qf words. He could have ommltted half of 
what ha has written, for often he goes into de¬ 
tails which are dull and tiresome. He overlooked 
the fact that much of what he wrote in his 
diary of the voyage should have been excluded 
from hie book, for much of what was of Interest 
to himself and his- crew simply bores the geuernl 
reader. Furthermore there la not nearly as mu'h 
a'jout the Isles of the South Pacific as the title 
of the book would indicate. In all there are 492 
pages, out the author does not begin to write 
about the real South Seas until page 325. on tne 
arrival of the "Mary Plnchot** at the Marquesas 
Islands 4.000 miles from Panama. At page 90. 
the Oalapagos Isles, ft&o miles southwest of Pa¬ 
nama. are reached, and these volcanic mountains 
sticking out of the top of the sea are. as Mr. 
Plnchot admits, not really South Sea Islands In 
any proper meaning of the words. He found them 
so interesting, however, that be gave them 320 
pages, nearly half the speoe in his book. In this 
respect he has shown a grave lack of sense of pro¬ 
portion. All that he has to say about the real 
South Sea Islands is to be found in the remaining 
108 pages of hla book. W« cannot help but reg/ei 
that he saw so little of the South Pacific, for the 
only places he touched at were the Marquesas, 
the Tuamotu Islands and Tahiti. 

ISLANDS WEST OF ECQl’ADOR 

Mr. Plnchot enjoyed beet of all the fishing, the 
tropical scenery, the bird life and the rare **ni- 
m*ls in the Galapagos Isles and the few places 
that he vial ted In the South Pacific His book 
contains many good yarn* about the fish he 
caught and the strange creatures that he found on 
shore The naturalists In his party collected 
twenty-two species! hitherto unknown, for the 
National Museum in Washington. But more valu¬ 
able than the rare crabs and birds he brought 
back la the information he gives to the world 
•bout the Oalapagos Islands. These sixty odd 
islands (only fifteen ere of any considerable size) 
lie 800 miles west qt the coeat of Ecquador, to 
which country they brloiyr. It was to th*ae 
Islands, long a resort of buccaneers, that his 
rescuers brought Robinson Crusoe from Ben Juan 
Fj* render. Mr. Plnchot was warned before he 
left home that the natives were semi-savages and 
not to be trusted, but he found that the popula¬ 
tion consisted chiefly of Ecquadorlan p ea sa n ts 
who were not only tame but very kindly. He 
found also, to hla surprise, s n um be r of Norwe¬ 
gian colonists. Altogether there are leas than TuO 
people on these Islands, and eleven out of fifteen 
of the largest islands are uninhabited. 

THREE BLANKET* AT E<)LATOB 

But If Mr. Plnchot had hla way these islands 
would be converted Into resorts for holiday 
makers looking for Ideal weather conditions, cli¬ 
mate. fishing and scenic beauty. He says that the 
Oalapagos group are free from storms; rain falls 
often on the tope of the mountains, but down 
on the sea level the Islands are desert and dry. 
Although the Islands are right on the equator, 
the climate is so influenced by the Humboldt cur¬ 
rent. flowing north from Antarctic loeftelds. that 
In the middle of July the tempearture is murh 
mare comfortable then that of New York state. 

At the very moment that the Mary Plnchot wire¬ 
less was giving the party news of a terrible heat 
wave at home, they were not only running about 
bareheaded but were wearing flannel shirts and 
sweaters and pea Jackets, and at night were glad 
to cove, themselves with three blankets. 

CHARLES DARWIN VISITED THERE 

In these islands neither people nor animals ncr 
birds are wild It la a wonderful country for the 
lover of nature, because in half a day's walk you 
can pass from cactus desert country to tropical 
woods and higher still to rich upland pastures; 
both tropical and temperate trees and abruta 
abound and so many plants and animals older and 
more peculiar than those of the continent of 
South Africa that Charles Darwin, who visited 
the Oalapagos Islands In 1835. was led to speculate 
upon the question of relatlonaMp-gagd origin and 
finally to the doctrine of evolution^* 

A FISH FIFTEEN FEET WIDE 

Decidedly interesting, not to say exciting, are 
Mr. Plnehot's stories of the fish they caught dur¬ 
ing their five weeks* stay among the Oalapagos 
Islands. The strangest of all these fish la the -ea 
bat. a huge creature that seems to have survived 
from the antediluvian world. There la a picture 
in this book of a sea bet so heavy that eight 
men and a woman were not strong enough to pull 
it ashore after It had been caught and killed. It 
erelghed .over a ton ana measured ftrteen f*et 
seven inches across the wings. If Its immense 
flippers can be so called. It swims or waves IU 
through the wafer near the surface of the 
sea. Mr. Plnchot says that looking down from 
•ny height along the shore you can eee these 
colossal creatures in the sea and they look like 
big baza doom, doors with long slim tails. The 
bat has a cavernous mouth with two-arm-ll«« 
feeders; ft has two stomachs and much of its 
black, slimy surface Is covered with fine prickles. 

Zt nrelghs-from one .to two tuRg. When this fish 
la harpooned It tears away through the wmter fn * 
tremendous rush. A boat fitted up with an en¬ 
gine la the only one that can be used In this 
sport, for human strength would be powerless to

A DMIRERS at Sherlock Hoi rose ere coming to 
life ell over the mep. William Me Fee’s remin¬ 
isce ness are as Interesting aa any. We let nlm 
speak for them: 

“One of my first lltertry loves. I Impoverished 
myself while et school in Suffolk to buy e Christ¬ 
mas number of Th# Strand Magazine, which had 
aa a supplement *A Study in Scarlet.* on* of the 
flnsat of the Holmes saga. My job was to MU al! 
those atorlee vtvs voce in the dormitory after th# 
lights were out. Th# bird who is too lasy to read 
a story but wanu to eee and hear it at the talkies 
Is not a modern Innovation at all. X can astro 
you. W# bad a hundred at least at my old school 
Their mental attitude Is reglsUrcd by the fact 
that I often wove In my own tales under an 
honored name and they were none the wtatr. 

"What I was going to say was that among 
Doyle’s meny talents was the ability to put a 
credible American into hie story. In those days, 
and this one too, It Is painful for anyone familiar 
with the United States to read the average English 
novel with an American in it. Oaleworthy makes 
me klek and scream at tiroes, and Kipling alone, 
with Doyle, can do It. Or did do it la Ala ’Day’s 
Work* stories (The Walking Delegate.’ for ex¬ 
ample). But Doyle boldly laid part of hla ’Study 
In Scarlet' in the west, and he made the men who 
come from those dread regions ot Belt Lake City 
and the scenes he* laid there credible X took the 
trouble to reed the book again after years in this 
country, and I couldn't see that, ma k ing allow¬ 
ances for the dating of auch eg it. them waa any 
fault to find. And I maintain, considering the 
ghastly mass that Punch makes of Americana 
upon the slightest provocation and the Incredible 
creature* who masquerade In English novels as 
Americans, that this is a no table achievement. 

T shall never forget easing Oilletw in ‘Sher¬ 
lock Holmes* at the old Lyceum Theatre (Irving’s 
Theatre) la 180ft. I didn’t often go to the theatre 
In those days because of the expense. 1 wee in the 
pit this time. I knew ell the atorlee. and OUletu 
was simply grand. That tweed ieesalaihsr rap 
and the slow American drawl just fitted to our 
conception of whet Holmes would look like. Never 
shall I forget Watson either, a fussy blonde litue 
f a r h eed, who, when the dues piled up and up. 
and our jaws were gaping and our eyes popping, 
brought us all down with a crash: This Is begin¬ 
ning to grow Interesting 1 ’ I remember it Escapee 
as I eat tn the train at King’s Croae station, not 
more than a mile from Baker Street (just down 
the Button Road) some error of a signal box man 
sent another train charging into ours and I eras 
flung head over heels with the slight collision of 
our train with the terminal bumper I thought 
I was in the gaahouee again. All the critics 
panned the play and Arthur Symons, who was 
crltte far The Star in those days, I rememocr, 
said In a superior way that 'he had not read the 
stories, and if they were like the play he did nor 
ever want to.’ I didn’t believe that. I couldn’t. 
In those days I couldn’t understand anybody who 
had not read Sherlock. I am dubious now. In¬ 
tellectuals do inspire one with doubt. Anyway, 
he was bluffing It waa a grand play. It had 
only one fault, and Doyle wasn’t responsible for 
that: H o l mes had a girl In hie arms at the tnd 
with a spot full on them. Arthur Roberts, who 
acted In V spoor of n called ’BBtertUck Jon?*’ 
mads a lot of that spot.

I aay that thla la an exciting book. Perhaps. 
If you hare oarer left the orthodoxy of your 
youth. It won't bo that to you. But, If Uk* some 
of ua. you bars drifted a long way from th* old 
certainties and bars nourished a wearying, un¬ 
satisfying doubt for nteuy dreary years—If that 
la your situation you'll find thla book ae thrill¬ 
ing. aa startling and aa thought-provoking as 
anything yob aver mad. 

Mr. Morlaon'. book is convincing H* ha* alt 
of tha “higher criticism" at hla finger Up* He 
cea discount a biblical statement ae readily aa 
anyone. Ha la aa loath to believe a miracle aa 
tha moat thorough-going atheist. 

But in aplte of all thi* ha finds htmeelf com¬ 
pelled to believe that tha Easter story commem¬ 
orate* precisely what the believing hav, always 
said it commemora te , a great and holy mlrgela. 

Perhaps thla book won't bo received well In 
thla sceptical age- But It la moat amphaUcaDy 
worth reading. I do not know when I hare en¬ 
countered a book that gripped me aa thla one 
did. 


This Is War Novel Not 
Out to Horrify 

M EDAL WITHOUT BAR." by Richard Blaka.'. la 
a war book—with a dlffsranca. 

It Mils of th# sxpartsnoaa of an Engllah lawyvr. 
mlddM-agsd. prosperous and father of a family, 
who joined up early in the war. spent eighteen 
months aa instructor la a training camp, and than 
want ovar aa lleutanant In a battery of field ar¬ 
tillery: but It adopt* a slightly different attitude 
than moat of the currant war novels have taken. 

The book waa not written to shock or homfy. 
It isn’t propaganda against war. Tha author calls 
things by tbalr right names, and makes It qu*ta 
clear that war la a massy, durxMrhaadad and auul- 
wracking business, but ha seems, m soma way. to 
sea a redeeming aide. Ha finds war ghastly and de¬ 
structive. but ha also finds that certain spiritual 
valuta were nourished In 1M light; comradeship a 
sens# of duty, devotion, an understanding of one’s 
fallows. 

Not that ha M an admirer of war Par from 
It. But ha does insist that for him. at least, tha 
picture waa not entirely black. And since ha tells 
a solid, substantial story, put together with soma 
excellent character studies and soma noMworthy 
skill at handling tht English language, "Medal 
Without Bar" H rather a fine book.

/CONSCIOUS and wounded In No Man’s Land. 
L* waiting through an eternity or night and day. 
sunshine and dark—that was the plight of ihs 
man described by Vernon Bartlett in The Un¬ 
known Soldier.’* Without doubt, what passed 
through hla mind was thought out and mulled 
over by those thousands whose Uvea. Ilk* that of 
tha Unknown Soldier himself, were snuffed out 
In tha common cause. Such a stream of con¬ 
sciousness is not necessarily chronologically cor¬ 
rect; It doubles back ovar events the man cher¬ 
ishes. ovar embarrassing moments that have *unk 
deep Into his msmory. ovar pleasure and pain.

Tha raiding party 
was to have been called off—but tha order did 
not reach tha front line until three minutes after 
It had gone ovar tha top. although it did stop 
tha barrage which was to have protected the 
man. Now they Ua between tha lines—the dead 
and tha dying, and tha lad for whom war waa 
mud and monotony. 

His memoriae coma tip Ilka battalions, and now 
and than ha wonders about patriotism, about 
civilisation, and tha unreason of shooting at men 
who wan as blameless as hi mself. ’’Stop think¬ 
ing. ft’s dangerous. Thai wfum maBBitt." 
Wondering always why men destroy one another, 
ha recalled also tha stupidity expressed In the 
faces of those who sought amusement In the 
streets of London. Disease and health walked 
hand In hand Sometimes hla memories of wnat 
man ware Ilka in their cups, what degradation 
they made of Ufa. mad# him think rotting In No 
Man’s Land preferable to the sordid ness of their 
peace-time Uvea. 

The Unknown Soldier’’ la just another ex- 
praaslbn of protest against tha unspeakable ctim# 
of war. One would imagine that tha mounOng 
chorus would begin to bear fruit. But so far tbs 
bewilderment reaches from tLe mass up thro’igh 
IU leaders. Tha motion pictures portray eminent 
men laying wreaths on the grave of tha Unknown 
Soldier. But auch scants are lq variably acted-out 
M alienee.

The Story of a Compass Plant ^ By Robert Connell 


lip gw WE AT# enjoying on thaw warm day* 

Yw lht of ■ food lettuce it may In* 

Urwt us to remember that th« possible 
ancestral relatives of our famllUr vegetable ate 
growing In the adjacent vacant lot. The ortgln of 
many of our domesticated plant* la lost in the 
pre-historic past, but It la held by some botanists 
that the lettuce of our gardens is derived in part 
from a well-known and rather odd weed, the 
prickly lettuce. We have not to go far to find 
It Just now for 1U flourishing period la In real 
summer weather. Then it Is that Its tall, stiff, 
and ungraceful form rises In neglected corners 
and prepares to bear IU open clusters of small 
pale yellow flower-heads. The stem and leaves are 
pels green with a fine bloom, and are quite 
smooth, without any trace of hair or bristle 
except on and near the leaves whose margins are 
prickly and whose mid-riba bear along the back 
h single row of large and conspicuous bristly 


spines, paler In color than the leaf-tissue, and 
these spines continue down the stem for a 
greater or lees distance The leaves are some¬ 
what oblong in shape and clasp the stem with 
little projecting ears on each aide. At the outer 
end they curve rather abruptly to a point. But 
ihe mast remarkable thing about them la that 
although they are situated normally on the stem, 
they are generally so twisted that they extend 
in a vertical plane Instead of a horiaontal one. 
Further, this arrangement la such that the leavr* 
are brought Into two positions on oppoaiu aides 
of the sum and thus He in a north and south 
line. This peculiarity of the prtekiy lettuce has 
won for It the title of “compass plant." a title It 
shares with a prairie plane of the Com posit* 
family also known as “rosin-weed * The roaln- 
weh leaves take the'same vertical north and 
south position but more particularly the radical 


pralriee are similar to the summers of central 
and southern Europe and of central Asia where 
the ancestral home of the prickly lettuce la, a 
plant of “dry. atony wastes," Hooker says. 

Under such conditions then the prickly lettuce 
originally grew and developed. A late bloomer It 
has to face the maximum heat and drought of 
the year, and when other planu have largely 
ceased to flourish and have either died or passed 
into a resting stage it rises almost to a man’s 
height and flaunU IU numerous but small flower 
heads in the face of the burning sun. It la en¬ 
abled to do this because by turning IU leaves 
edgewise to the noonday sun it protects their 
chlorophyll from injury while the fullest possible 
use la made of the light rays of forenoon and after¬ 
noon A similar adjustment la found In many 
planu of dry. hot. su mmer regions, although 
the “compose" arrangement la not followed. The 
leaves of trees like the eucalyptus hang downward 


with the vertical edge outward from the trunk, 
though as Btraaburger says “the upright position 
of the leaves, or the substitution of expanded, 
perpendicularly directed leaf-stalks for the leaves, 
“The intention la however the same, the avoidance 
particularly characterises the flora of Australia, 
of the direct raya of the sun under conditions of 
great and prolonged beat. 

While It seems prpbable that our table lettuce 
la derived from the prickly one It la curious to 
note that ours only attains its fittest condition 
for sating whan it la not subjected to Intense or 
direct heat, both of which tend to make It tough 
and leathery. Perhaps It was the change pro¬ 
duced in the wild lettuces by some condition of 
temporary shade or by a cool wet summer that 
launched our foref at Iters on the voyage of epi¬ 
curean discovery and gave us tha crispest uf 
vegetables for the salad. I suspect even a rabbit 
would look twice at a prickly lettuce for lunch. 


Another point .of resemblance between the two 
com pass-plants, and a very Important one. is only 
to be ascertained by mlcroeoopical examination. 


the Uny mouths or openings in the epidermis 
which permit of the passage to and fro of gases 
and allow tha surplus water taken in by the plant 
to paaa off as vapor.
